Few Votes Can Be Counted on from 
the North and West.

Washington, March 16.—(Special. )—Dark 
clouds are gathering about the biil to repeal 
the 10 per cent tax on the issue of state 
danks. 

The time is drawing near when the hou;> 
will have an opportunity to vote upon this 
Tt wl come up as soon as the 
legislative track is cleared of appropria- 
tion bills. The bill to be voted upon pro- 
vides for the simple or unconSitional repeal 
of the law imposing a tax of 10 per cen: 
upon currency issued by state banks. 

Though the democratic platform declaros 
for this it is sure to be voted down in th? 
house. A careful poll of the house discloses 
this. A bill providing for a state bank cur- 
rency under federal control and supervisicn 
‘could probably pass. But the southern men 
don’t want it that way. They want it un- 
conditional, as the democratic platform de~- 
clared for. They are not disposed to com- 
promise on a law that will simply be an 
extension of the nationai: banking laws. 
And, again, no plan of that kind has been 
suggested that meets with any great degree 
of favor. However ther> may be a caucus 

on it, and that caucus may appoint a 
special committee to drait a bill. 

Mr. Swanson, of Virginia, one of the most 
enthusiastic advocates of the reper of 
this tax. is endtavoring to wor< up) a sert.- 
ment in the house for a caucus th.: wit. 
bring the party together on So*..e me-sure 
repealing this tax. He Sug; ™'s that in 
repealing the law a clause be added to the 
bill making each state agree to rede ™ all 
notes issued by banks within its Imits, 
should said banks fail to redeem ther. upon 
presentation. Mr. Swanson belteves this 
would make the currency issued by state 
banks the besi and safest currency i the 
world.

General McCook’s 
ibility’ to go safely through the present 
tomplication involving, as it does, so many 
lelicate points, is declared at the war de- 
bhartment to be second to that of no officer 
n the service and the fullest confidence is 
xpressed that he will commit no indiscre- 
tion, no matter how great the provoca- 
tion.”

C. P. Breckinridg: and Mrs. Louise Wing 
had taken place secretly in that city on 
April 29th last, accordingto the marriage 
certificate three months befor» the public 
ceremony, was spread about the courtroom 
where the breach of promise case was be- 
ing tried this afternoon and created great 
interest. Counsel, however, were unable to 
see what bearing this marriage could have 
on the case, for testimonmY? has been given 
that ‘the engagement of Calonel Breckin- 
ridge and Miss Pollard existed nearly a 
month prior to the date of the secret mar- 
riage, as given in the certificate which has 
just been filed in New York.

who testified in the case on March 9th, 
said that on Good Friday night, in 1893, 
Colonel Breckinridge brought Miss Pollard 
to her apartments at the Portland, in this 
city, and presented her as his future wife, 
asking Mrs. Blackburn to give the young 
woman her protectio.s during the engage- 
ment. Good Friday, in 1898, came on March 
3lst. while the secret marriage is recorded 
as having taken place April 29th of that 
year. 

Miss Pollard testified on the witness stand 
today that “on-one of the last days of Au- 
gust, in 1892, Colonel Breckinridge had 
asked her to marry him and she had con- 
sented.” 

Colonel Brecifasties was told by a re- 
porter that the certificate of marriage had 
been filed with the bureau of vital statis- 
tics and asked if he woutd say something 
about it. 

“No, I have not anything to say,”’ he said. 
“It will all come out later. I must not 
talk of these things now. You will have to 
wait until I go on the stand; then you'll 
hear the whole story. No, I really can’t 
say anything about it.”’ 

Mr. Stoll, of Lexington, one of Colonel 
Breckinridge’s counsel, said laughingly, 
patting Colonel Breckinridge on the back: 
“Oh! you just wait until we get this old 
fellow on the stand. and then you'll know 
the truth. But we're keeping quiet just 
now.” 

Madeline Tells the Story. 

Madeline Pollard told the story of her Hfe 
today to a courtroom full of men. She was 
on the witness stand from early morning 
until adjournment, and the tale she told 
was a romance. She was somewhat theas 
trical, very plaintive and confiding, and 
gave her testimony without hesitation. Her 
brightness. her keen wit and her apprecia- 
tion of every question, were parcicularly 
noticeable. For such a sensational case, her 
testimony was free from vulgar and sug- 
gestive details. Once when she was asked 
to tell of a conversation with Colone 
Breckinridge abouc her coming confinement, 
she burst out, half-weepingly, with a pro- 
test against being made to say such things 
before so many men, and the question,was 
withdrawn. Cold type cannot depict the 
rising and falling of her plaintive voice; 
the tone of her demure little acknowledge-

Miss Pollard also: told the story of her 
presentation to Mrs. Blackburr by Colonel 
Breckinridge as his future wife and of his 
placing her in Mrs. Blackburn's charge as

Miss Pollard was asked concerning her 
visits to Dr. N. S. Lincoln and to Major

Miss Pollard did not answer that she would 
marry him, but, to use her own words, “‘I 
told him that if he would pay for my edu- 
cation I would either marry him or pay him 
back, with interest.’”” He agreed and a 
paper containing the agreement was drawn 
up and signed in the presence of my mother. 

Miss Pollard said she did not keep the let- 
ters written her by Rodes—she always de- 
stroyed his letters. 

Colonel Breckinridge and Mr. Stoll ex- 
changed Knowing smiles at this answer.

In this dou- 
ble-decked and triple-riveted vessel sug- 
gestive of female sybaritism there are 
3,200 ounces. At 8 cents an ounce this 
amounts to $2,656 for the metal alone. Sil- 
ver workers in New York who were allowed 
to feast their eyes on the beautiful vessel 
before it was swathed in tinted cotton and 
soft tissue paper, preparatory to being sent 
to Miss Morris, say that it could not possi- 
bly we made for less than $2,540.

A Pretty Adventuress, 

Zella Nicolaus, who sued George Gould 
for $40,000, and then compromised the case, 
is now in Wabash, Ind., apparently friend- 
less and penniless. Ruhman, her protector, 
has deserted her, and the lady is stopping 
with her sister waiting for Nicolaus to for- 
give her. 

She is a remarkably pretty woman, and 
a few months ago she had plenty of cash. 
Her trip to Europe with Ruhman used up 
her funds and she will now have to try 
some new scheme. It is not known wheth- 
er Nicolaus will forgive her or not, but 
his friends say that he will probably let 
the wayward woman take care of herself. 

Race Prejudice in Court. 

Coroner Schultze held an inquest Wednes- 
day in the case of John Lauberheim, a 
German, who, on March ist, was struck 
on the head with a monkey wrench in the 
hands of Dennis Slattery. Lauberheim 
died in Bellevue hospital a few hours later. 
The assault occurred in front of the sa- 
loon at 423 East Twenty-second street. Lau- 
berheim, who was the driver of a brewery 
wagon, got into a dispute with Slattery, 
who was helping him to*unload some bar- 
rels of beer. The German, in a rage, picked 
up a mallet and started for the Irishman, 
whereupon the latter dealt his assailant a 
blow with the monkey wrench. 

The coroner’s jury, which consisted of 
ten Germans and one Irishman, retired after 
hearing the evidence. The coroner waited 
patiently for a long time, and then he sent 
to the jury room to find what was causing 
the delay. The jury sent back word that 
they couldn't agree. At the end of another 
fifteen minutes the coroner sent again to 
see if they hadn't decided on a verdict. He 
received the same reply, with the addi- 
tional information that the verdict stood 
ten to one for conviction. 

Then it leaked out that the ten Germans 
were of the opinion that Slattery ought to 
be held, as he had not proven a case of 
self-defense, but that the eleventh juror 
stood by his countryman and insisted on an 
acquittal. The coroner finally compromised 
the matter by holding Slattery in $2,500 bail 
to await the action of the gSrand jury. 

A Stamp Fraud, 

The postoffice inspectors are running 
down a brand new stamp fraud. Several 
collectors of rare stamps have worked a 

larger denominations 


| slick scheme. The

of Columbian stamps, of which only a lim- 
ited number were issued, are very rare, the 
$5 ones being particularly so. Cancelled 
stamps of this denomination are more de- 
sirable than the unusued ones and com- 
mand a premium with foreign collectors. 
These facts, together with the system the 
government has of compensating postmas- 
ters of the fourth class, is said to have sug- 
gested the scheme. 

An arrangement was made with some 
fourth-class postmaster to cancel Colum- 
bian stamps of large denominations. It is 
much to the postmaster’s advantage to can- 
cel aS many stamps as he can, since his 
salary is based, in part, upon the value of 
the stamps cancelled by his office. A bar- 
gain was made with the postmaster, where- 
by the conspirators received a part of his 
percentage on condition that they sent 
stamps to a large amount through his office. 
The stamps were affixed to packages heavy 
enough to warrant the use of a stamp of 
the value desired. The packages were 
mailed at the postoffice in question, the 
stamps were neatly cancelled and reached 
the conspirators more valuable from a ccl- 
lector’s point of view than they were orig- 
inally. 

An inspector has started for Illinois to ar- 
rest the postmaster. 

Ashamed of His Name. 

A Jew named Rosinsky is in trouble about 
his name. He says that it betrays his 
race, and he wants it changed to Rose, so 
that he will be able to pass for an Amer- 
ican. 

Judge Pryor refused to grant Rosinsky’s 
petition for a change of name, and the fel- 
low then got his lawyer to apply to Judge 
Fitzsimmons. 

In denying the application, Judge Pryor 
endorsed the papers as follows: 

‘The only reason given for the applica- 
tion is that the petitioner’s paternal name 
betrays their race and discredits them with 
the community.”’ 

Judge Fitzsimmons takes different ground 
in the consideration of such application, 

“If,”’ said he, “aa man was ashamed of his 
name on the ground that it betrayed his 
race, I should be the more ready to sign 
an order to change it. I think the Irish 
race well rid of a man ashamed of his 
‘Patrick,’ or the Jewish race of a Rosinsky 
who is ashamed of his name because it is 
Jewish. The others of the race should be 
as eager to have such persons change their 
names as are the applicants themselves. 

‘‘Had I known, though, that Judge Pryor 
had passed on the petitions presented to 
me I should certainly not have entertained 
them. There was no reason for reviewing 
the case, and I should not have done so 
had I not been deceived by the attorney.” 

Rosinsky’s lawyer will now have to an- 
swer to the court and it is probable that he 
will be heavily fined. 

Stead Attacks Us. 

William T. Stead has been heard from 
since he reached London. In a recent talk 
he made a violent and general onslaught 
on the corruptness of Chicago, its alder- 
men, law courts and other organs of au- 
thority. He maintained that Americans 
generally have more to learn from the old 
world than the old world has to learn from 
them. 

“In Russia one is likelier to be converted 
to republicanism,” he said, “‘than in the 
United States. Nothing in America. strikes 
an Englishman more forcibly than the rad- 
ical distrust of the sovereign people. One 
simply stands aghast upon coming to the 
country from England. I have never been 
in a more conservative country since I left 
Russia.”’

STOKES MAY CONTEST. 


Some of the Boxes in Charleston Ap- 
pear to Have Been Stuffed. 
Charleston, 8S. C., March 16.—(Special.)— 
Dr. J. William Stokes, the populist who was 
beaten for congress from this district by 
Judge J. F. Izler at the election on Tuesday 
last, is in the city with John Gary Evans, 
the candidate for governor. They seem to 
be here for the purpose of getting up a 

contest for Judge Izler’s seat. 

It was not generally known there were 
tally sheet keepers at each of the polls 
during the day in the interest of Dr. Stokes. 
They noted down each voter and the total 
number who voted. W. H. Schifley, who 
kept tally at the fourth ward poll, skid that 
there is a discrepancy of sixty votes be- 
tween his tally and the number of votes in 
the box as received by the commissioners. 
Mr. Schifliey was asked what were the facts 
of the irregularities in precinct two, ward 
four. He said he was under a pledge of 
secrecy for the present concerning the inci- 
dents of the election of the poll, but that 
they were sufficient, in his opinion, to throw 
out the box. He said that in addition to 
the poll list being absent from it, the box 
was also not sealed as required by law. 
These reports and the appearance of Mr. 
John Gary Evans in this city yesterday and 
certain consultations which were held by 
him with Mr. W. Gibbes Whaley during 
the day, gave rise to rumors of a contest 
brewing. It seéms to be certain thai this 
incident and its bearing on the election was 
the subject of the several consultations, but 
whatever conclusions or purpose they have 
arrived at, has not been disclosed. 

Dr. Stokes said that he had not yet ad- 
mitted his defeat or ‘“‘thrown up the sponge’”’ 
as had been stated by some of the papers. 
He, in fact, thought there was still -oom 
for doubt. He had simply refused to say 
anything, one way or the other to the news- 
paper correspondents, as he did not propose 
to acknowledge defeat until he knew it to 
be a fact. The returns from Lexington, as 
yet, were very meager, he said. 

Judge Izler’s majority in the district is 
between 600 and 700. It is thought that a 
scheme is being hatched to induce the board 
of state canvassers to throw out enough 
Charleston votes to warrant them in giving 
the certificate to Stokes. 


DYNAMITED THE HOU SE.

Miss Pollard told of going to see a female 
physician, Dr. Mary Street, in Cincinnati, 
in 1885, at the direction of Mr. Breckin- 
ridge, to make arrangements for the birth 
of her first child. Sk.> gave Dr. Street the 
name of Mrs. Burgoyne. She went to St. 
Joseph asylum at Norwood where she reg- 
istered as “Mrs. Burgoyne.” Her baby 
was born on May 29, 1885, and two weeks 
later she went to the house of Drs. Perry 
and Buchanan to recuperate. 

Miss Pollard identified the four volumes 
of Washington Irving that have figured 
in the trial. They were given her by. Mr. 
Rodes at Christmas, 1884, and she gave them 
to Sister Cecelia at the Foundling asylum. 

A Fashionable Accent. | 

Miss Pollard had given her testimony 
without any noticeable marks of nervous- 
ness except in a rising tendency of her 
voice at times, and an inclination to talk 
too fast. She speaks with a little lisp, and 
what might be called a fashionable accent. 
Her story was told with infinite detail, as 
if she had rehearsed time and time again. 
She looked Colonel Breckinridge squarely 
in the eyes while’ giving her testimony 
without appearing to do so. 

Taking up her life at Lexington after 
the birth of her baby, Mr. Carlisle asked 
Miss Pollard who paid for her tuition and 
board while she was at Sayre institute. 

“Mr. Breckinridge, of course,’’ was the 
reply. 

‘“‘Miss Pollard,’’ was the next question, 
‘“‘who was the father of the child born on 
he 29th of May, 1885?’ 

“Mr. Brekinridge,’’ was the answer, long 
drawn out for the sake of emphasis. 

In answer to direct questions, Miss Pol- 
lard said that she had never at any time 
been intimate with any man except Breck- 
She told of frequent changes of 
residence during her life in Washington, 
and changes of name also, corroborating 
upon these points all the witnesses who 
have preceded her. 

Miss Pollard said she came to Washineg- 
ton from Lexington in September, 1887, at 
Mr. Breckinridge’s desire. 

‘I had to go somewhere,” she said. 

A*’ter several changes of residence, Colo- 
nel Breckinridge took ‘her to a little house 
in south Washington, occupied by an cu.d 
weman called “Aunt Mary,’’ and she re- 
mained there until her seccnd baby was 
born, in February, 1888. After her confine- 
ment she went to live at a convent on 
Massachusetts avenue, between Thirteenth 
and Fourteenth streets, and remained there 
two years and six months. During part of 
this time she was employed in the govern- 
ment service, the rest in studying. She 
saw the defendant three or four times each 
week during this period. 

The Love Letters. 

Her third pregnancy was the one that re- 
sulted in the miscarriage, for which she 
was attended by Dr. Tabor Johnson, as 
testified by the doctor. Such a case is not 
complete without the conventional packages 
of love letters, and they were produced 
next for Miss Pollard’s examination. ‘‘Those 
are all Mr. Breckinridge’s letters,’’ she 
said. She was also shown twelve telegrams 
addressed to ther. ‘‘Yes, all Mr. Breckin- 
ridge’s telegrams,’’ was her comment. 

In answer to Mr. Carlisle, Miss Pollard 
said Colonel Breckinridge last left Wash- 
ington on Wednesday night, May 17; 1893. 

Then Mr: Carlisle read telegrams and 
letters from Colonel Breckinridge to Miss 
Pollard, written while he was away on 
this trip, from Lexington, Covington and 
other places. Nearly every day he tele- 
graphed her asking if she was well, telling 
her to make herself comfortable and to 
occupy herself. The letters were not at all 
of the amorous kind; they were friendly, 
but not too much so. They were signed 
‘‘vours’’ or ‘‘yours truly and sincerely,’’ and 
had no heading. 

Colonel Breckinridge, Miss Pollard said, 
was delivering political speeches in ken- 
tucky and Tennessee. 

“My Dear Willie.’’ 

After recess a letter was read from Miss 
Pollard to Colonel Breckinridge acknowl- 
edging that she had published. the an- 
nouncement of their engagement and that 
This was evidently 
in arswer to a letter from Colonel Breck- 
inridge taking her to task for the publica- 
tion. The letter began “My Dear Willie’’ 
and was signed ‘“‘Your loving Madeline.’’ 

Miss Pollard resumed the stand as the 
court was rapped to order, with Miss Ellis 
sitting by ‘her side. She was directly in 
front of and about fifteen feet from Colv- 
nel Breckinridge. During the morning ses- 
sion, while Miss Pollard was giving her 
testimony, the defendant sat in listless 
attitude, but not taking his eyes off his ac- 
cuser. But at the afternoon session he took 
an active interest in the proceedings, and 
made suggestions to his counsel. 

The last question asked by Mr. Carlisle 
was to show how long the illicit relation- 
ship existed between Colonel Breckinridge 
and the plaintiff, and Miss Pollard answer- 
ed loudly and distinctly, emphasizing every 
syllable: 

“From that night when he took me to 
Sarah Guest’s in 1884, there never was any 
suggestions of the discontinuance of that 
until Colonel Breckinridge, 
with all his protestations and promses 
and vows of affection, left me on the Iii7th 
day of May, 1893.’’ 

She Went Right On. 

Major Butterworth tried to stop Miss Pol- 
Jard, telling her to. simply answer the ques- 
tions, but he was plucked by the sleeve by 
Colonel Breckinridge and Colonel Thomp- 
son and desisted. But he could not have 
stopped Miss Pollard—she went right on. 

This conciuled the direct examination, 
and Major Butterworth began the cross- 


. examination. 


Major Butterworth began by an examina- 
tion into Miss Pollard’s age, and she told 
him, as she had told Mr. Carlisle, that she 
had believed until this suit was filed that 
she was born in 1864. But that she had 
since then learned from her mother and 
sister that she was born on November 30, 
1866. In her early years her father had 
spent much time in teaching her. 

Questioned by Mr. Butterworth as to 
what he taught her he asked: “Did he 
teach you much history?” 

“Not so much as Colonel Breckinridge 
taught me afterwards,’’ was the answer; 
and it took the crier nearly a minute to 
stop the laughing. 

Miss Pollard’s answers were bright and 
sometimes witty and kept pace with the 
keen-minded Major Butterworth. 

Miss Pollard sketched her life at Crab 
Orchard; how she left it to go to her aunt’s 
in Pittsburg, where she remained until Au- 
gust, 1880, when she returned to her 
mother’s in Frankfort. Nearly all her 
answers began with, “Now, Mr. Butter- 
worth.’’ 

Mr. Butterworth’s cross-examination 
brought an acknowledgement from Miss 
Pollard that besides her ‘“‘contract,’’ as she 
called it, with Rodes to marry him or re- 
funtii the money he expended upon her 
education, she engaged herself to a man 
named Rozell White, at Wesleyan college at 
Cincinnati. 

“Did you tell this engagement to Rodes?” 

“No sir.” 

“Did you break off with Rozell?” 

“Yes, while Mr. Breckinridge was con- 
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cealed in a sitting room adjoining and 
heard me break my engagement with Ro- 
zell. I’ wags pregnant at the time by Mr. 
Breckinridge.” | rte oe 

There was one sally that ereated a roar. 
Mr. Butterworth asked Miss Pollard {f 
Colonel Breckinridge Had recognized her on 
the train at their first meeting, and Miss 
Pollard said: 

“He crossed the aisle and asked if he 
did not recognize me—and, by the way, 


that’s a common trick of his, recognizing” 


people he doesn’t know.” 

Miss Pollard in answer to other questions 
said she had seen many thni in Mr. 
Breckinridge during tneir nine years’ as- 
sociation that she did not like, including 
this trick of recogniton, but she Rad not 
found him out at that time. 

At 3:15 o’clock the court adjourned until 
tomorrow.

There Was a Pistol in I. 

Louisville, Ky., March 16.—Dr. Preston 
Seott, brother of Colonel SBreckinridge’s 
wife, refused today to answer the ques 
tion if the statement was ‘true that he had 
compelled Breckinridge to marry his sister 
immediately after the death of the colonel’s 
first wife. His face flushed as he said that 
the matter only concerned the members of 
the two,,families. Dr. Scott visited the 
newspaper offices of this city the day be- 
fore the Breckinridge-Wing wedding here 
and insisted on the publication of the fact 
that the marriage would take place then, in 
spite of the fact that Breckinridge had 
previously denied a statement to that ef- 
fect. It is not known here if Dr. Scott or

New York,. March 16.—Although Congress- 
man Breckinridge was married to Mrs. 
Louisa 8S. Wing, in this city, on April 29, 
1883. the marriage certificate was not filed 
at the bureau of vital statistics here until 
today. The ceremony was performed by 
the oe. Dr. John R. Paxton, at that time 
pastor of the West Presbyterian church, at 
his residence, 51 West Forty-sixth street. 
The, certificate which came by mail, con- 
tains these details relative to the contract- 
ing parties: 

“Groom—William C. P. Breckinridge; age, 
fifty-five; residence, Lexington, Ky.; born in 
Baltimore; widower, second marriage. 
Bride—Louise R. S. Wing, born in Kentucky; 
widow: second marriage; mgiden name, 
Scott.” 

‘The witnesses to the marriage were Mary 
L. Paxton and Eleanor M. Collier. The 
certificate was mailed to the bureau of vial 
statistics by Charles F. Butler, a colored 
man, in charge of Dr. Paxton’s residence, 
upon Dr. Paxton’s telegraphic order. 

The bureau has notified Dr. Paxton that 
the certificates fails to comply with the 
law of requirements. It omits to state the 
age of the bride and the official station and 
residence of the pergon by whom ‘married. 
The law requires a report of the marriage 
within ten days. The doctor is asked to 
explain his failure to comply with this re- 
quirement. He has incurred’ a penalty of 
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Dr. Paxton Interviewed. 


Pittsburg, Pa., March 16.—Dr. J. R. Pax- 
ton in an interview relative to the Breck- 
inridge-Wing marriage, said: . 

“I married Colonel Breckinridge and Mrs. 
Wing on April 29, 1893, in my study before 
two witnesses, of whom Mrs. Paxton was 
one.

Instead, I wired the man in 
charge of my house to put the marriage 
entry on record. That was done a few 
days ago. I don’t know of any law that I 
broke.” 


A DEMAND FOR DA GAMA, 


But the Portuguese Minister Declined 
to Give Him Up. 

Rio de Janeiro, March 16.—(Copyright by 
the United Press.)}—Admiral da’ Gama and 
his eight officers are still on the Portuguese 
corvette Mindello, to which they were 
transferred from the French cruiser Magon, 
The government applied yesterday to the 
Portuguese minister for the surrender of 
the insurgent admiral and his staff. The 
minister declined to give Da Gama up, and 
the cabinet’ then sent a dispatch to Lisbon 
repeating the application which the minis- 
ter had rejected. Da Gama was described 
in this dispatch as a military criminal and 
defaulter, having nothing in common with 
the ordinary political refugee. The Lisbon 
government has not yet returned an answer. 
The Portuguese merchant steamer Cidade 
Do Porto was fired on by the forts as she 
was leaving the harbor last night. She 
was compelled eventually to stop, and she 
was searched by government officials, who 
marched ashore ninety-one insurgents who 
were found among the crew and passengers. 
The total number of prisoners taken by the 
government is more than 1,000. Among 
them are the sick and wounded and many 
who were forced against their will into the 
insurgent service. The fighting men who 
have been captured number 475 or 500.

A CONTEST IS HARDLY PROBABLE

The Gasand Waterworks Company Seems 
Anxious to Sell Out tothe City 
for About Halfa Million. 


Macon, Ga, March 16.—(Special.)—The 
Macon Gas Light and Waterworks Com- 
pany wants to have an election on the 
Question whether or not the city shall give 
$550,000 for the water plant, the price fixed 
by the board of arbitration a few months 
ago as the value of the plunt. It is the 
present expectation of the company to peti- 
tion the mayor and council at their meet- 
ing next Tuesday night to vall an elec- 
tion for the purpose mentioned. The com- 
pany holds that under the law passed by the 
legislature in 1891 an election ‘must be held 
at which two-thirds of the voters of the 
city must give their assent to the incur- 
ring of the indebtedness by the city for 
the purchase of the works. The mayor 
and council have declined to purchase sev- 
en-elevenths of the water plant at $350,000, 
which is on a basis of $550,000 for the 
whole plant, hence, why the company now 
wishes the voters of the city to say at the 
ballot box whether or not the city shall 
give $650,000 for the plant. The company 
desires the question decided one way or 
another. In the event the city -refuses to 
vote for the purchase of the plant, then 
the twenty-year contract between the city 
and the company remains in force, unless 
the city should break the contract in the 
courts and build its own waterworks. The 
company says it has no fear that the con- 
tract can be broken. 

What About the Contest? 


Nothing definite can be learned in regard 
to the much talked-of contest of the elec- 
tion of Mr. J. Van, as alderman from the 
first ward. Mayor Horne has not yet noti- 
fied Mr. Van of his election as alderman, 
and this is construed by some to mean 
that there will be a contest. Public impres- 
sion, however, is that there will be no con- 
test and Mr. Van will be quietly permitted 
to take the oath of office next week and 
enter upon his aldermanic duties.

When a leading republican paper talks 


in this fashion, regardless of the money 
kings and monopolists, there is hope for 
the country. The Recorder strips the 
money question of every vague and con- 
fusing feature when it makes the point 
that the currency of the country should 
grow with its population and business. 
This proposition cannot be successfully 
controverted. If our population should

When the situation is thus deseribed 
no amount of twaddle about the decline 
of silver, international action, and other 
things can hide the true aspect of the 
question.

Never mind about the hazy talk of the 
contractionists concerning the depre- 
ciation of silver, and the influence of 
other governments. The main point to 
consider is this: When we see our popu- 
lation and business doubling rapidly, 
shall we expand our currency or strike 
down half of it? There can be but one 
answer to the question. 


The Platform and “the Administra- 
tion.” 


There are strong symptoms that the 
patronage heelers hereabouts are crow- 
ing very restless in regard to the com- 
ing senatorial contest. They are twist- 
ing and turning, and bedging and dodg- 
ing. They know what they want, but 
they don’t dare to come out flatfooted 
and acknowledge it. Therefore they go 
on one tack today'and another tomor- 
row, hoping in that way to befuddle the 
minds of their readers and confuse the 
publie. 

They say, with the solemnity that be- 
longs to the deliverance of a common- 
place, that they “do not believe the peo- 
ple will consider enmity to the adminis. 
tration the first qualification for the 
senatorship.” This is so close to the 
facts that we are surprpised to see the 
Statement made with such a disingenious 
air. A casual reader would pass it 
over with a hearty endorsement, for it 
is literally true that the people of Geor- 
gia do not regard “enmity to the admin- 
istration” as a qualification for the sen- 
atorship or for any other office in their 
gift. 

Put the sophisticated reader, who is 
accustomed to the weasellike move- 
ments of the patronage heelers will 
pause to enquire what this particular 
collar-wearer means by “enmity to the 
administration.” He will recall to mind 
the whole scope of the discussion, and 
he will have no difficulty in interpreting 
the real meaning of the apparently com- 
monplace utterance. The patronage 
heelers themselves have been at no great 
pains to conceal their meaning. Their 
snappish little attacks on The Constitu- 
tion and other democratic newspapers

lock bankers of monarchial Kurope are 
“soreheads” and “enemies of the ad- 
ministration.” Democrats who insist on 
the redemption of the platform pledge 
which declares that both gold and sil- 
ver shall be the money standard of the 
country are “soreheads,” “populists” and 
“enemies of the administration.” 

In order to clear away whatever doubt 
may exist on this subject it is only nec- 
essary to refer to the comments of the 
patronage heelers on the remarks made 
by The Constitution with respect to the 
coming senatorial contest in Georgia. 
We said that the successful candidate 
would have to stand squarely on the 
platform.

Does a Georgia demo- 
crat oppose the policy of the administra- 
tion when he declares that the people 
will not elect a goldbug to represent 
their state in the senate? 

This is not “virtually,” but really, the 
proclamation that the patronage heelers

every day, in every way and in all parts 
of the country. 

In the south—especially in Georgia— 
the opponents of John Sherman’s finan- 
cial schemes are “populists,” “soreheads” 
and “opponents of the administration.” 

The patronage heelers have deliberate- 
ly taken their popsition, and we pro- 
pose to give them the full benefit of it. 


Over in Alabama. 
Congressman Oates, of Alabama, is 
vigorously engaged in carrying on his 
gubernatorial campaign in that state. 
With the local and state issues that be- 
long to his canvass The Constitution 
has nothing to do, but wheh Mr. Oates 
deals with national issues he enters upon 
a discussion that is of paramount inter- 
est to every democratic voter in the 
south. 

Naturally, Mr. Oates finds it difficult 
to avoid national questions in speaking 
to an audience of democrats, and, just 
as naturally, he finds it convenient to 
refer to The Constitution when he deals 
with national questions, The national 
issues outlined in the Chicago platform 
are of surpassing interest at this time. 
Indeed, they are of more pressing and 
vital importance than they were in 1892 
when the people of Alabama, in common 
with the people of the whole country, 
endorsed the pledges and demands of 
the platform. 

We judge from the brief and meager 
reports of Mr. Oates’s speeches which 
come to us that his remarks are both in- 
teresting and instructive. At Sylacauga, 
the other day, he made some comments 
on The Constitution. but, what was far 
more entertaining; he reaffirmed that 
Mr. Cleveland did tell him that the or- 
ganized money power of Wall street 
could drain the treasury in forty-eight 
hours. We infer that Mr. Oates is la- 
boring under the impression that he 
had reported Mr Cleveland correctly, 
but we have never doubted his word in 
the matter. For it is a fact, familiar 
to every person who has studied the sit- 
uation, that when Mr. Cleveland adopted 
the Harrison policy—which is the John 
Sherman policy of making the silver 
notes convertible into gold—the way was 
opened for the organized banks of Wall 
street to drain the treasury of its gold 
whenever anything could be gained by 
it. Mr. Cleveland told Mr. Oates a sim- 
ple faect—a fact that was made patent 
to everybody when Mr. Cleveland him- 
self informed the associated banks that 
the discretion invested in the secretary 
of the treasury to redeem the silver notes 
in either gold or silver would be trans- 
ferred to the note holder. 

Mr. Oates rapped The Constitution 
somewhat sharply for saying that John 
Sherman is responsible for the present 
State of affairs. He then went on to 
say that he knows John Sherman is not 
connected with the financial policy that 
has prevailed under the present admin- 
istration. Mr. Oates is sure of it be- 
cause John Sherman told him so him- 
self. 

It might be supposed that Sherman is 
good authority, but he is not. He is a 
man who was never known to tell the 
truth about a political matter when he 
could avoid it, and he is an expert in 
avoiding it. He was guilty of an appall- 
ing piece of mendacity in the senate 
the other day when he said that 350.- 
090,000 silver dollars were lying idle in 
the treasury. 

Nevertheless, the point is not whether 
John Sherman is willing to tell the truth, 
but whether he has endorsed and sup- 
ported the financial legislation that has 
become a part of the law since the 4th 
of March last. Was he in favor of dem- 
ocratic legislation to take the place of 


the Sherman law? If so, we never heard 


of it. On the contrary, he was opposed 
to substituting democratic legislation for 
the Sherman act, opposed to all compro- 


mises, and in favor of unconditional re- 


peal. Did he stand with the administra- 
tion in this? 

Did he oppose an issue of gold-bearing 
bonds? On the contrary, he made the 
first speech in the senate in favor of a 
bond issue, and the bonds were issued 
accordingly. In th@se matters John 
Sherman was as active as any adminis- 
tration leader and it is a notorious fact 
that he was in frequent communication 
with Mr. Carlisle. 

And yet John Sherman was very quiet 
in his maneuvers. He did not go around 
talking about “me and the administra- 
tion.” He simply made the fact known 
that he endorsed the schemes that have 
resulted in the collapse of the democratic 
financial policy. As a matter of fact he 
was playing a very deep game. If he 
could use the democrats as cat’s paws 
to revive the republican act of 1873 de- 
monetizing silver, and thereby wound 


| the democratic party in its tenderest 


spot, he knew that he would be accom- 
plishing a great feat. And he did it. 
He succeeded perfectly. 

Mr. Oates himself knew perfectly well 
what unconditional repeal meant. In 
the early part of last year he wrote to

Saturday he received a very Kind- 
ly note from the widow of the confederate 
general, expressing the most earnest solici- 
tude for.a return of the souvenir, and the 
book was at once forwarded to her hy ex- 
press. Corporal Whiteley reports, says an 
{ndianapolis special, that when he marched 
his squad to the home of Jackson he found 
the family at dinner. As he was acting un- 
der strict orders, he could give them but 
one hour in which to prépare for removal, 
and it has always been a matter of regret 
that he was detailed for such unpleasant 
duty, although he recognizes that it was 
one of the exigencies of war from which 
there was no escape. General Hunter was 
in command at the time the order was 
executed, he having relieved General Franz 
Sigel on the day of the occupancy of Lex-

Hirseh Brothers Named as Such by the 
Police Commissioners. 


THE POLICE BOARD MET YESTERDAY 


And A'‘ter Awarding the Contract for the 
Summer Uni orms, Inspected the 
Wntire Police Force. 


The contention, unfavorable gossip and 
slight dissatisfaction which characterized 
the contract for the summer uniforms for 
Atlanta's police force last year, will not 
be a feature of the same transaction this 


year. 

The contract was let yesterday to the 
lowest bidder at a special calied session of 
the board of police commissioners, and it 
fell to Hirsch Bros., who have become 
official tailors for the department. The con- 
tract is satisfactory in every respect to all 
parties concerned, especially to the members 
of the force, as it gives them their uniforms 


this year $3 cheaper than last year. in fact 
the uniforms come cheaper than ever be- 


tore. 

Chief Connolly advertised several days ago 
for bids from aspiring tailors. March 15th 
was the last day upon which @ids would be 
received. The chief announced that the 
suits would have to be made of Middlesex 
cloth. indigo blue, weight of cloth for pants 


eighteen ounces per yard, and for that of 
coats and vests, fourteen ounces per yard. 
The suits to be made and trimmed in the 
most workmanlike style, with regulation 


buttons. 

Five bids were received, all save one being 
from Atlanta establishments. The out-of- 
town firm was that ot Jacob Reed’s Sons. 
of Philadelphia. The other bidders were: 
George Muse & Co., kiseman & Weil, 
Hirsen Bros... and H. B. Histon. All tn® 
bidders submitted samples of the goods 
which they proposed to use in maklig tue 
uniforms. 

‘ne board met yesterday to open the bids. 
That of Hirscu Bros. Was the lowest in 
point of price of the five, except upon one 
article the bid of Messrs. Hiseman & 
Weil was just 6 cents lower. This 6 cents 
discrepancy was regarded @ of sufficient 
importance to be considered, but as the bid 
was not exactly clear, the commissioners 
could not make up thetr minds about it. 

‘‘We don’t want to let it slip,’ said a com- 
missioner. “‘That’s a good firm and will do 
the square thing. Let’s send up and get a 
more explicit bid from them,” 

This suggestion was adopted, and a mes- 
senger was dispatched to the business place 
of Wiseman & Weil, while the commission- 
ers waited. After a few minutes the mes- 
senger returned, and upon an examination 
of the bid it was found that Hirsch Bros. 
had submitted the lowest bid. ‘Tne bia of 
this firm was then accepted by a unanimous 
vote of the board. 

The price of the uniforms will be $15.0 
each, which is exactly $ less than the cost 
a year ago. The quality of the goods and 
all of the specifications as to make are the 
Same as last year. 

The officers of the force were not altogeth- 
er satisfied with the contract for summer 
uniforms last year. A great deal of quiet 
talk was indulged in by them which was 
due to the fact thut a bid $3 higher than 
that made by another firm was accepted. So 
general did this talk become that the com- 
missioners called a halt in the matter and 
left the settlement of the question to the 
members ef the ferce. A petition was cir- 
culated among the policemen, and by their 
unanimous wish the contract was let to 
Hirsch Bros., and the action of the board 
ratified. The uniforms gave universal satis-- 
faction.

The Georgia Midland Cuts Down Its

umbus is considerably worried because the 
Georgia Midland and Gulf railroad yester- 
day discontinued its double daily passenger 
service between Columbus und Atlanta.

GENERAL JUBAL A. EARLY. 


A Stirring Defense 6f the Old Con- 
federate by Rev. Dr. Robert. 


St. Louis, Mo., March 16.—It is an old say- 
ing that one»should say nothing but good 
of the dead. The maxim has not been fol- 
lowed in the case of General Jubal A. 
Early, in the two notices of him which* 
have appeared in the columns of The Re- 


public. 

General Longstreet has pronounced him a 
military f&ilure—I suppose because of his 
miscarriage in the valley when the war 
was approaching its end, and hope had 
fled from the hearts of the rank and file of 
the conftderate army. His defeat at that 
time—it wnisperings were permitted to have 
weight—was due to the neglect of one of 
his subordinates to protect his flank, and 
leaving his position uncovered without giv- 
ing notice to his chief. General Lee was 
forced to relieve Early after that affair, but 
did so in a chivalrous letier, in which he 
expressed his own confidence in Marly’s Cca- 
pacity. General Lee tendered his own res- 
ignation after Gettysburg; but [ hardly im- 
agine anyone would have the hardihood 
to call him avmilitary failure. 

But if unsuccess in the field in one cam- 
paign is to pronounce one an utier military 
failure, how will General] Longstreet’s rec- 
ord bear the report of alvern Hill, and 
Knoxyille, and GettySvu.e, and the criticai 
position in which he left Lee when he in- 
sisted upon withdrawing his corps to move 
upon Suffolk, before which he sat down and 
did—nothing? 

I am olu-fashioned enough to suppose 
that the business of a “minister of the 
gospel” is to preach “Jesus Christ and Him 
erucified.”” I do not understand how one 
can imagine it is his right to use the pulpit 
to denounce the memory of a dead man, 
rather than to present to living men the 
story of our living Lord. Of course, there 
are sad pages in the prfvate life of the old 
hero. None grieve over them more deeply 
than his old soldiers; but he is in God’s 
hands and I think we can afford to leave 
him there, without digging fip his bones 
and searching for all the dark spots we can 
find upon them, or imagine we see on them. 

General Early was an extreme union man, 
but heeding the instruction which was 
given at West Point in ante-bellum days, 
he held that his first allegiance was due to 


his state, and not to the government, w 
that state had helped to create for speciig © 
purposes, and which Virginia afterward aoe | 
dowed with a magnificent aomain in ve 
northwest. He labored with all his re. ar 
to prevent the secession of Virginia; Dut 
when that was accomplished he immediate re 
ly offered his sword to his mother and en — 
tered upon the dangers and privations of 
the fleld which many feABinons per se, 
avoided by staying at home. He never 
knew fear, and under Stonewall Jackson, 
never knew defeat. It would have taken a 
greater military g.nius than even G 
Longstreet is endowed with to have saved 
the army in the valley. ; : 

Peace to his ashes! Now that “Old Jube” 
is dead, and cannot strike back, let us that 
are living throw a mantle over his failings 
and emulaté his virtues.

CLARA BARTON'S LETTER 


About the Work of the Red Cross Secl- 
ety on the Sea Islands. 
Charleston, 8 C., March 16.—The News 


‘and Courier will publish tomorrow a letter 


from Clara Barton, president of the Ameri- 
can National Red Cross, touching on her 
work in the sea island region of South 
Carolina, which was devasted by last Au- 
gust’s cyclone. The letter is dated Feb- 
ruary 23d and is addressed ‘“‘To Our Gener- 
ous Friends, the Public,” as follows: 

“On the Ist day of October, 1893, we ac- 
cepted the sacred trust of taking care of 
the sea islands of South Carolina, storm- 
wrecked by the cyclone of August 27th. 
From time to time, we have issued state- 
ments of the conditions @ the people and 
the progress of relief. January ist, we pub- 
lished our midfield reps, giving an accu- 
rate exposition of th@vield. The statements 
therein contained speak for themselves. To- 
day we issued this statement, which we 
trust will be as:gratifying to the friends 
of humanity to receive as it is for us to 
give. 

“When we accepted control of this most 
difficult of relief fields, the country was in 
the midst of a universal depression, both 
financially and in business circles, unknown 
in its history. It has been under these con- 
ditions that the great hearted humanity of 
our people has been tested. In the face of 
destitution and suffering at their own doors, 
they have put their shoulders to the wheel 
for this distant and often poorly compre- 
hended field. If something of this has been 
due to the symbol that represents us, the 
name and insignia under which our friends 
have known us and learned to judge our 
work and fitness for it; if the seeds of con- 
fidence sown in the toilsome furrows of 
many another field have borne fruit on this, 
then God be praised for past endeavor. To 
these friends, tried and true, who have made 
success possible, to all lovers of humanity, 
who are still struggling with the great 
questions of relief at home, and yet strain- 
ing every nerve to administer to the ne- 
cessities of the poor in the sea islands, we 
come with loving greetings to state this 
cheering fact, that although our ration 
lists are for a time increasing, although 
there are stern duties yet to be performed, 
we feel that in view of so much suffering 
all over the length and breadth of the coun- 
try, that as we have an almost perfect 
system of relief, thereby producing the 
greatest amount of good with the smallest 
amount of money, that as we, on this field, 
are not dependent upon tariff legislation or 
the’ ponderous machinery of commerce to 
end this distress, but directly upen the un- 
failing power that bringeth seedtime and 
harvest; that we will from this day, under- 
take to carry the burdens of this relief on 
our own shoulders, using the funds already 
entrusted to our care as far as they will go, 
and our own funds after that, when neces- 
sary, and will ask our friends to use the 
money and material which they had intend- 
ed for us on this field to relieve distress and 
suffering in their own cities, towns and 
villages,”’ | -

Condon, a democratic Irishman and Catho- 
lic, had procured the list. Investigation, so 
the story runs, and it is trustworthy, dis- 
closed the fact that Tucker was the traitor, 
and that a prominent republican had at 

least a partial list of the members of the 
American Protective Association. Tucker 

was one of the original members. When a 
man becomes an applicant for membership 
he signs a card of application. These cards 
are preserved. Tucker found means /to 

secure the cards of one lodge, the first, 
and sold them. 

Broke a Solemn Oath. 


The most solemn oath is required, so it is 
said, from the applicant and one part is 
that under no circumstances will a member 
reveal the membership of another man. 
To break the oath is to secure the pur- 
suing enmity of every American Protective 
Association man in the United States and 
the membership is said to be 3,000,000 strong. 
Wherever Tucker goes fe will be pursued 
by the active enmity of the order, 

The result of the exposure is likely to 
be far-reaching. There are 500 Catholic men 
in Knoxville and the Amercian Protective 
Association has a membership of 700 and is 
said to be growing at the rate of 100 a 
week. In the last two months three lodges 
have been organized and the fourth will be 
next week. The Catholics had boycotted 
all Amercian Protective Association mem- 
bers so far as known to be in business or 
the professions. The founder of the order 
here is the head of a large book store. Not 
a Catholic in town will buy a penny’s worth 
from him. It is said tonight that the Amer- 
ican Protective Association will retaliate 
with @ boycott and*carry the matter into 
business. They also now declare they will - 
advertise their meeting places and come 
out openly. 

Candidates Boycotted. 


A republican primary occurs: on March 
3ist. Two Irishmen and one man who tar- 
ried a Catholic lady are under tie -boycott. 
The Catholics say that, if the American J'ro- 
tective Association is successful in defeatinz 
these three, they will defeat the whole 
county ticket in the August electicn. On 
the other hand, local democratic leaders 
will not permit the nomination of any dem- 
ocrat belonging ‘to the American Protective 
Association, and the associition is about 
equally divided as to politics. 'The American 
Protective Association says that it will fight 
the whole democratic county ticket. 
Nothing has been heaid of Tucker, though 
he is being searched for in every city in the 
country where there is an American Pro- 
tective Association lodge.

WITH DYNAMITE, 


The House of a Peaceful Citizen of Git 
Up Was Destroyed. 


ATKINS, A MOUNTAINEER, ARRESTED 


How the Deed Was Done-The House 
Biown to Splinters, but the Inmates 
Not Killed—His Trial Postponed. 


D. J. Atkins, a red-faced mountaineer of 
the double-jointed, suple-sinewed type, is in 
Atlanta to answer a serious charge. 

From the nature of the charge Atkins 
partakes of the proclivities of the Parisian 
bomb-thrower, and only “‘the ill-judged ex- 
ecution of a well-judged plot” made his at- 
tempt less fatal. 

Last December, about that time when old 
Santa Claus is wont to get in his work, 
near the buzzing little hamlet of Git-Up, 
the residence of Jesse Goodson was blown 
i» with dynamite. The explosive did its 
vork well and only a few stray splinters 
bore evidence of the fact that the house 
once was there. 

Goodson and his wife were in the rear 
room sleeping soundly and only the dawny 
depth of a huge fedther bed softened the 
shock and saved their lives. 

Both were seriously hurt and severely 
bruised. 

There was at first no clue to the crime 
and the whole affair was gravely mysteri- 
ous. A week later a large stationary en 
gine and ginhouse of Gogdson’s was, dge- 
stroyed in a similar manner and the entire 
place wrecked. 

The law-abiding citizens of Chattooga 
county became alarmed, and that increased 
when they learned that several letters 
containing serious threats had been re- 
ceived in the neighborhood.: 

Between the people a reward of $400 was 
raised. This was augmented by ayy from 
Governor Northen. - 

For several months a number ae local 
detectives have been at work upon the case, 
but not until Thursday was any arrest 
made. Atkins was found at home and 
brought immediately to Atlanta. Yesterday 
he came up for trial before Judge Broyles, 
but the case was continued until next 
Wednesday in order to give the defendant 
time to employ counsel. 

The case throughout is unique, probably 
the first of its kind ever up in the United 
States court of this state, and it shows a 
deliberation in pilot and boldness in execu- 
tion seldom recorded ih the annals of 
crime. 

Goodson is a son-in-law of Deputy Mar- 
shal Wright and on the same night the 
explosion occurred Wright and several other 
deputies were expected to spend the night 
there. Fortunately they were detained, and 
to this delay they probably owe their lives. 

Atkins, it is said, cherished an old grudge 
against the deputies and had sworn to kill 
them. Other evidenté@ oi amore convincing 
nature, it is said, will be introduced against 
him, 


MR. L. M. HILL DEAD. 
He Breathed His Last at His Home in 
Newnan, Ga., Yesterday. 

A telegram was received in Atlanta yes- 
terday morning announcing the sad death 
of Mr. L. M. Hill, ‘which occurred at his 
home in Newnan, Ga., yesterday morning 
at 10 o'clock. 

Mr. Hill was a brother of Messrs. L. J. 
and A. W. Hill, of this city, and of Mrs. 
Ida H. Casey. His father, the late Colo- 
nel Lod M. Hill, died in this city about ten 
years ago. 

The intelligence of Mr. Hill’s death will 
be read with profound sorrow. He had 
many friends in Atlanta, as he was a fre- 
quent visitor here, and was widely esteem- 
ed by every one in this community. 

He had been in declining health for about 
three manees having received a stroke of 
paralysis in 1891, from which he never fully 
recovered. He was a thorough business 
man and was a born financier. 

Mr. Hill was a native of Wilkes egg 
Georgia, but the greater part of his life 
was spent in Coweta. As a citizen of New- 
nan, a., he was actively, for a number 
of years, identified with the business inter- 
ests of that city. 

In thhis death Georgia loses a good citizen 
— on who knew him a trusted and loyal 
rien 

Mr. Hill leaves three children, one daugh- 
ter and two sons, Miss Nannie Sue Hill and 
Messrs. Calhoun and Wylie Hill. 

The funeral will be attended by a large 
number from this city.
